Sought to Tie Up TWOC

Gorman's application was turned 
down by Judge Aaron J. Steuer, 
sitting in Special Term, Part 3, Su- 
preme Court. 

Those named in the application 
were: 

Sidney Hillman, chairman of the 
Textile Workers Organizing Com- 
mittee; . 

James Starr, UTW seeretary- 
treasurer;

Bank and Trust Co. He had at- 


tempted to tie up both UTW and 


TWOC funds. 

Mr. Hillman declared last nights 
that Judge Steuer's decision “shat- 
tered Mr. Gorman’s pretensions 
that he still leads the UTW.” 


GORMAN OUSTED 


The executive council of the U. 
T. W., which reached an agreement 
with the TWOC, permitting the 
latter to organize the textile in- 
dustry recently ousted Mr. Gorman 
from office on charges of setting 
up a dual organization and leading 
a remnant back into the Amere 
ican Federation of Labor.
